Kent Short Course 
to Run March 20-23

admire it extravagantly, and produce one occasionally. 

But there are some photographers—Giles, Halsman, Fris- 
sell, Hutchinson, O’Reilly, and Lootens for instance—who can 
produce a sparkling print not occasionally, but any time on 
demand. 

It must be a trade secret, we decided, and if only we could 
get these people to disclose the secret, we would have a short 
cut to sparkling print-making by everyone, every time. When 
the experts professed not willingness but eagerness to help, it 
didn’t surprise us a bit. Professional photographers usually 
are glad to tell how they do what they do. 

Once they had told all, we had the secret all right, but no 
short cut. There is a road that leads straight to the goal, but 
it’s a long, hard climb without a short cut in sight. 

A sparkling print is born before you remove your camera 
from its case, according to Herbert Giles. This photographer, 
whose work you have admired in national magazines, is a Spe- 
cialist, Ist class, in telling a story through pictures. His prints 
must sparkle under the most adverse conditions—in magazines 
that have been forced to use poor quality paper due to short- 
ages, in newspapers where reproduction is frequently a gamble 
—yet sparkle they must. Editors pay off on performance, not 
excuses. 

Giles insists that only a good negative can produce a spar- 
kling print, and that to produce a good negative, you have to 
know what you want before you expose it. By spending more 
time in planning a picture than he does in shooting it, Giles has 
succeeded in achieving a spontaneity of expression that har- 
monizes excellently with sparkling print quality. 

The way he works guarantees success. He plans every pic- 
ture complete to lighting scheme. He then lights solely with 
flash. But Giles has made himself so thoroughly familiar with 
his chosen lighting medium that he uses flash with the same 
assurance that other photographers use Mazdas. While he be- 
lieves that flash gives maximum sparkle, he also insists that 
technique in lighting (flash or Mazda), and camera technique 
should be so automatic that the photographer can concentrate 
on just one element during shooting—expression. 

By knowing exactly what he wants, Giles can get models to 
give him a desired expression quickly and efficiently. By lick- 
ing technique first, he believes that you get a freedom from 
mechanical details that gives that something extra to a print 
that we call “sparkle.” 

Giles declares that his own lighting is directed solely toward 
reproduction. “Empty blacks may be good for fine paper,” said 
Giles, “but all paper isn’t fine. That’s why a high key with 
luminous shadows is better.” 

“You have to light them MGM,” he concluded. If you study 
Giles’ pictures, you can detect that he does just that. He fills 
in shadow areas to the same high degree that MGM movie 
cameramen prefer. The technique in still photography that 
most closely resembles Giles’ lighting is used by the color pho- 
tographers. Brilliant flash with wide open shadows, a la Giles, 
gives the same delicate brilliance to black-and-white that char- 
acterizes the better color pictures. 

The importance of forethought as a means toward a sparkling 
print was stressed further by Philippe Halsman, another master 
of print technique. Before he would even discuss how to make

a print sparkle, Halsman cautioned about the importance of a 
harmonious treatment of the subject. 

There is a purpose in every picture, Halsman stated. In some 
cases that purpose is served by a sparkling print, because the 
picture is dramatic and drama and sparkle make good partners. 
But in other pictures too much sparkle might kill the harmony 
and grace of a picture where the subject requires softness and 
poetic treatment. 

“If sparkle is desired,” Philippe Halsman said, “don’t pick out 
one step of a ladder and say, “This gives sparkle.’ That step 
may give the maximum of sparkle, but all the preceding and 
succeeding steps are equally important.” 

According to Halsman, the first consideration should be the 
selection of a suitable subject. A girl swimming in sunlit 
water would be appropriate. In order to get the sparkle that 
a subject like that deserves, study the girl by describing a 
360-degree angle around her. ; 

At one angle the girl, sun, and water will all have the maxi- 
mum brilliance. These elements insure a sparkling print before 
an exposure has been made. Along with the proper choice of 
subject, there are other steps to be considered. Perhaps a 
deep yellow or even a red filter will help to achieve the desired 
sparkle from an ideal sun-water-girl combination. 

When working outdoors, you are master of your position in 
respect to the sun, Halsman pointed out, but working in the 
studio, you are complete master over the lighting, so there is 
no excuse for lack of sparkle in indoor lighting—if sparkle is 
what you want. The failure to obtain it under studio condi- 
tions may be laid at the door of the photographer. He may 
have killed sparkle with crisscross lighting, by too much fill-in, 
or by permitting the model to coat her face with powder or 
pancake makeup. Halsman gets sparkle into most of his por- 
traits. 

Even if you have all the necessary elements on your negative, 
you stil] must keep a wary eye on paper, because a paper that 
is either too soft or too hard can ruin an effect that showed 
excellent taste and technique up to that point. 

From Toni Frissell come additional pointers on sparkling 
print-making. Whether Miss Frissell is proving her versatility 
in fashion pictures, front-line camera reporting during the war, 
or illustrating books for children, all her work is distinguished 
by sparkle. 

The two elements that she believes contribute most to success 
in all fields are—atmosphere and a good enlarger. Naturally, 
the type of atmosphere that is most conducive to sparkling 
print quality is a sparkling day. “In summer,” said Miss Fris- 
sell, “that means early morning or late afternoon, because the 
cadaverous shadows that the noonday sun casts are better 
suited to horror than sparkle. In autumn and winter, you can 
shoot at any hour provided the day is clear and dry.” 

Atmospheric haze is a sparkle deadener, but when great 
puffy clouds appear, you will go right out and shoot if you 
folk » the advice of Miss Frissell. When the day is perfect, 
the least a photographer can do, according to Toni Frissell, is 
pick a suitable model to match it. She believes that only a 
healthy outdoor type can give sparkle. The dead pan, high 
fashion, studio model has no place in an outdoor picture. But 
even if the day and the model are both perfect, you still may 
not have a sparkling print unless you also possess a good en- 
larger, plus a thorough knowledge of what makes a good 
negative. ; 

For a negative that will provide a sparkling print, Miss Fris- 
sell overexposes and underdevelops. She warns, however, 
that you can carry this technique too far and get flat, gray 
prints instead of brilliant ones. Once you have a properly 
overexposed, underdeveloped negative, the rest is up to your 
enlarger. 

Toni Frissell entrusts her enlarger to George Morr. Mr. Morr 
was with the 9th Air Force at the time Miss Frissell was abroad 
covering action in that area. She discovered how capable 
soldier-technicians could be, so when Morr returned to this 
country, Miss Frissell already knew his capabilities and took

him on. She now has no fear that a picture that was made in 
a clear atmosphere, exposed correctly, and properly developed 
according to her system, may look as if it had been made on a 
rainy day. Morr knows how to turn a good negative into a 
sparkling print. 

Choice of paper is also important to Toni Frissell. Defender 
Illustro semi-gloss is her favorite, but if that is unavailable, she 
makes do with doubleweight glossy paper. Miss Frissell’s con- 
ditions for sparkling prints are all met and illustrated in the 
picture of the little boy with the net. The day was perfect; 
the child no dead-pan professional model but the photogra- 
pher’s son; and the print was made by George Morr. 

While Eugene Hutchinson agrees that no short cut to brilliant 
prints exists, he emphasizes entirely different ways of achieving 
the goal. Hutchinson, who began as a portrait photographer 
and then branched out to become one of the truly great photo- 
graphic illustrators, has a unique foundation for his photo- 
graphic technique. 

For the first six months that he worked in photography he 
did nothing but make prints. At that time there was just one 
grade of paper and the negative had to fit it. Negatives were 
made for prints instead of the other way around, and that is 
the way Hutchinson works to this day. “The brilliance of a 
print begins with the negative,” said Hutchinson. 

He believes that the photographer who is serious about his 
work should begin with printing, and that only plenty of 
experience in making prints can teach a photographer what 
kind of negatives he must have in order to achieve brilliant 
pictures, 

Once the making of good prints has been thoroughly mas- 
tered, it becomes clear that a normally exposed negative can 
go on a normal paper and result in a well-balanced, brilliant 


print. Mr. Hutchinson declares that this ideal should guide the 
photographer, rather than the all-too-prevalent notion that 
regardless of the negative, a print can be tricked up to look 
sparkling! 

So far as negatives are concerned, it is Eugene Hutchinson’s 
ambition to make every negative so perfect that anyone can 
print it. That means that both lighting and exposure are accu- 
rate. If these elements are present, neither under- nor over- 
development can really spoil the brilliance. What he is working 
toward right now is a return to photographic “Purism.” 

“I hate doging,” Hutchinson said emphatically. “I want to 
make my negatives so that any amateur can put one in an 
enlarger and have a corking print.” 

That is his ideal, but he admits that an ideal is not always 
attainable, every time—not while the human element is present. 
In the still lifes for Steuben Glass which have won him such 
renown, however, Hutchinson comes close to satisfying his 
ideal. These glass still lifes take terribly long to compose and 
light—but once the negative has been exposed, they need no 
special instructions; anyone can print them. 

John O'Reilly, of Gray-O’Reilly Studios, has a different slant 
on the sparkling print question. “A print is unimportant,” he 
said. “No picture is finished until it’s published.” As an adver- 
tising photographer, O’Reilly goes even further than the rest 
in beforehand planning. He has this additional factor to con- 
sider when he makes a picture: What printing medium will be 
used to reproduce it? 

The difference between a 65-line and 150-line halftone screen 
in reproduction governs the lighting as well _as the printing, 
according to O’Reilly. He concedes that every negative should 
be perfect, but he doesn’t believe this ideal condition will ever 
be universally attained. In adver- (Continued on page 154)

HERE’S a magic, simple formula 

I for lighting pictures that gets re- 

sults far above average the first 
time it is tried. 

Magic it is, for it works with flash, 
flood, incandescent, or fluorescent light. 
It is good for stills or movies. It succeeds 
with color or with black and white. 

This formula tells how many lamps to 
use, where to put them—not approxi- 
mately—not according to a list of com- 
plex rules—but simply and exactly. 

The lighting it produces is no discovery. 
It can be seen on the movie screen and on 
the glamorous stills in the lobby. It is 
found in the product of top-flight maga- 
zine photographers and in the expensive

color illustrations-in the advertisements. 
It is basic. 

And’ as basic stuff—the possible varia- 
tions and touches that set one lighting off 
as superbly suited to the subject matter 
are inherent. 

Kt is the professional and artistic varia- 
tions on this basic lighting, in fact, that 
divert attention from the base itself so 
that the whole art seems mysterious, 
elusive, and difficult. 

The student looks at the expert prod- 
uct. He asks, “How was that done? What 
kind of lights were used? Where were 
they placed?” If he gets an honest and 
accurate answer he frequently feels that 
Some secret is being withheld. It is diffi-

cult to believe that important pictures 
are simply (Ah! but carefully) lighted. 

Except for those pictures in which the 
lighting, rather than the subject matter, 
gets attention—good photographic light- 
ing will be found to be fundamental, not 
identical, not without trimmings, but es- 
sentially the same. It is seldom flat. That 
means that more than one light is used. 
It has highlight and shadow-form-model- 
ing-gradation. That means that these 
lights have been handled with a definite 
result in mind. 


A variation of the basic lighting has 
three lamps. Key light is at point 2, 
fill at point 1, and the backlight at 
point 3. aliows for many 
edditional lamps with original setup. 


It takes two identical lamps shining on 
the subject. What sort of lamp is used— 
what sort of reflector—is not nearly so 
important as that they pair just alike. 

Here’s how they’re placed: (See dia- 
gram I) Camera and subject are set up. 
A lamp (1) is placed right at the camera 
—as near to the lens as possible. The dis- 
tance (A) from this lamp to the subject 
is measured. A tape is suggested, but any 
measure (such as pacing off the distance) 
is workable. An equal distance is meas- 
ured off from the subject at right angles 
from the camera-to-subject line to locate 
a marker spot (B). The second lamp (2) 
is placed halfway along a line from this 
spot to the lamp at the camera. 

That’s it! Two lamps so placed produce 
better-than-average pictures. It has a 
powerful advantage against all objec- 
tions: it works! 

One variation on this basic lighting 
(See diagram II) is to use the second 
lamp in position 3 instead of at 2. This is 
backlighting—better suited to some sub- 
jects and always interesting. Lamp 3 is 
diagonally opposite 2 and an equal dis- 
tance from the subject. 

Another variation is an example of how 
to build on a logical foundation. It is 
simply a combination of the basic light- 
ing and the first variation (diagram III). 
Lamps are used at the key positions 1, 2, 
and 3 combining front lighting, back 
lighting and side lighting. In Hollywood 
talk 2 is called the key, 1 the fill, and 3 
the backlight. As units to build lighting 
they are so familiar as to have common 
names. 

To this small constellation of lights, ex- 
perienced workers add other lights from 
myriad directions and for multiple pur- 
poses—but it remains an almost fixed 
constellation to which all lesser lights 
are related. 

Lamp 1 never gets far from the camera. 
Move it a few feet away and it fails to fill 
the scene with light. It creates short 
shadows, when moved, that look bad in a 
finished picture unless placed with intent. 
It is usually used a bit above the level of 
the camera lens, and on the opposite side 
from lamp 2, the key light. Used a few 
inches lower than the camera lens, it pro- 
duces a subtle and interesting effect that 
should be tried rather than described. 
Used alone (without 2 or 3) it gets satis- 
factory record pictures—and is the safest, 
simplest lighting, when snapping the pic- 
ture is more important than any other 
consideration, as in synchronized fiash 
photography with a hand-held camera. 

Lamp 2 is usually used somewhat 
higher than 1 and directed downward, 
full on the subject. Lamp 3 is generally 
used quite high. Direct light from 3

LETS DEVELOP FILM...

was running through the Coma 

Camera Club, particularly that por- 
tion of it consisting of those more re- 
cently nipped by the camera virus. For 
Jim Peden was going to hold another of 
his photographic clinics. This time, ac- 
cording to the announcement that Bill 
Halogen, club prexy, had made, the sub- 
ject would be “Negative Development.” 

“I’m glad to hear that!” little Eva Stet- 
son exclaimed. “I get so tired of waiting 
for the drug store to develop my rolls.” 
She sighed, and added, “The pictures are 
not too good anyway, but a girl can al- 
ways hope, can’t she?” 

Clinic night was a bit on the dampish 
side, but the audience was big enough to 
make Jim feel that his popularity wasn’t 
waning. While the stragglers were com- 
ing in, he reamed out his pipe, hammered 
it on the corner of the table to jar the 
clinkers loose, and then filled it with 
what Ray Bugle declared was a “dura- 
tion brand of floor sweepings.” 

Peden applied a match, blew a cumulo- 
nimbus toward the ceiling, and cleared 
his throat. “Tonight, if my endurance 
holds out, I'm going to teach you how to 
develop film... .” 

“Which is right, to say ‘develop film’ 
or ‘develop a negative’?” Bugle cut in. 

Jim’s pipe emitted a noise that might 
be diagnosed as a snort. “That’s some- 
thing like the ‘chicken or the egg’ prob- 
lem,” he said. “It doesn’t make much 
difference, but I prefer to think of the 
film as the thing developed. After that, 
the film is a negative because the tones 
are all reversed, white objects being black 
and dark objects being ‘white’ or trans- 
parent. 

“The film you use in your camera,” Jim 
hastened on, “consists essentially of a

piece of transparent material coated with 
a layer of gelatin containing silver bro- 
mide. This bromide is sensitive to light, 
and when light strikes it, the bromide is 
affected in such a way that, when sub- 
jected later to chemical treatment, the 
light-struck portions are converted to 
metallic silver while the bromide not af- 
fected by light is unchanged. And por- 
tions subjected to different amounts of 
light are affected in proportionately dif- 
ferent degrees. .. .” 

A hand popped up in the back row. It 
belonged to Erle Pwitter, one of the new- 
est members with a desire to become a 
commercial photographer. “I have a ques- 
tion. Why do they call the coating on a 
film an ‘emulsion’?” 

“That’s a term, coming I believe from 
the Latin, meaning a milky fluid. A pho- 
tographic emulsion consists of a sensitive 
silver salt dispersed in gelatin. Take a 
look at any undeveloped film, and I think 
you'll agree that its coating can be said to 
resemble milk or cream: at least you can 
imagine that it did when still in liquid 
form.” 

Al Carter, who is a chemist at one of 
the local war plants, nodded in agree- 
ment. “As I understand it, the developer 
swells the .. .” 

Jim held up his hand and smiled. 
“You're jumping the gun a bit. I'm com- 
ing to the action of developers. But first, 
let’s see what is in a developer. Here’s a 
typical formula:

“Does the water have to be distilled?” 
Eva wanted to know. 

“If you're doing exacting research work, 
I would say it should be,” Jim replied. 
“But for run-of-mine photography, you 
can use the stuff straight from the faucet, 
although it is a good idea to strain it 
through a few layers of cloth to remove 
particles of rust and such things. Some 
manufacturers of photo chemicals recom- 
mend that all water to be used in devel- 
opers and other photographic solutions 
be boiled and let cool. This precipitates 
some of the foreign material that might 
affect the action of the chemicals. 

“Now to get back to the developer: The 
metol is an organic chemical that is sold 
in virtually identical forms, under such 
trade names as Pictol, Elon, Rhodol, 
Monol, Scalol, and Genol. It is known as 
a ‘reducer,’ and its job is to convert ex- 
posed silver bromide or other light-sensi- 
tive, exposed silver salt to metallic silver. 
Don't confuse it and other developing 
agents with the reducers used to change 
the density or contrast of a negative.” 

“Then there are light-sensitive salts 
other than silver bromide?” Pwitter 
asked. 

_ Oh, yes. The most common other one 
is silver chloride. It is less light-sensitive 
than the bromide, and is used in contact 
Printing papers. Sometimes the two are 
combined in an enlarging paper. But in 
the films you will use, silvér bromide is 
the sensitive element.

A HIGH SCHOOL PHOTO COURSE 


Other schools could well follow the lead of New York’s Benjamin Franklin 


High—where photography has become an integral part of the students’ world

FORETASTE of that future era, in 
which an opportunity to learn the 
rudiments (and a bit more) of pho- 
tography will be given to all young peo- 
ple, is provided in the work of the Pho- 
tography Department of the Benjamin 
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Franklin High School for boys of New 
York City. 

The department makes no attempt to 
train its students to earn a living through 
photography. That is left to vocational 
schools and schools specializing in camera 
instruction. But it does offer its students 
a thorough grounding in the basic princi- 
ples of photography, thorough enough to 


permit them to enjoy photography as a 
lifelong hobby or an adjunct to their 
chosen occupations, or to serve as the 
foundation for further preparation for fu- 
ture careers in specific branches of pho- 
tography. And through procedures that 
relate photography to the students’ lives 
—and to their school activities in particu- 
lar—Benjamin Franklin’s camera courses

are not only worth while from the stu- 
dents’ point of view but actually are fun 
to take. 

The camera department at Benjamin 
Franklin High School, now more than 
four years old, was inaugurated by Mil- 
ton H. Cash, its head. Cash was formerly 
on the staff of The Central School for 
Commercial Photography (a vocational 
school), also in New York. Before that 
he had been for more than ten years a 
portrait photographer, and for four years 
he was president of the Professional Pho- 
tographers’ Club of New York. The 
school is fortunate in having on its fac-

A bit of thought can mean the difference 

















between disappointment and a successiul 
picture—here are good suggestions te 
help you improve these peor backgrounds 


By SIDNEY A. DIAMOND 


INE OUT of ten amateur pictures suffer from a single 
identical fault. The photographer forgot to think about 
the background. The reason he forgot is easy enough 

to understand. We all naturally concentrate on the main figure 
when making a photograph. Background details are subdued 
in our minds. But the camera doesn’t think. And so whatever 
happened to be in back of the figure is glaringly noticeable in 
the finished print. This effect is worse with a snapshot of a 
person who is not familiar to the observer. He will then have 
a tendency to consider the photograph as an integrated whole, 
rather than merely a portrait of an individual. The background 
accordingly takes on increased importance. 

Color is another reason for the unexpected obtrusiveness of 
background material in many pictures. Most photographs are 
taken in black and white, and therefore do not represent what

not difficult to imagine shades of red and green that will be 
reproduced in the same tone by modern panchromatic film. 
One will accordingly look as important to the observer as the 
other in the finished print. Confusing background detail gets 
an increased opportunity to distract him from the main point 
of the picture. 

Simply to state this problem is to find the solution. It is 
apparent that a good result can be obtained only by taking the 
background into careful consideration before clicking the shut- 
ter. But this general principle is too broad to have any great 
practical value. Let’s examine some typical situations. They 
will suggest some of the traps to recognize and avoid. 





Dramatic effect of a stark white background enhances this 
still life picture and brings out the highlights in the gless. 
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Sky is always effective out-of-doors background, and clouds 
are seldom undesirable. in this shot, they help to add interest. 





Let’s start with a particularly striking example. There isn’t 
any set name for this situation, although it might be called the 
“Things Growing Out of Heads” problem. It reaches a peak of 
popularity in indoor portraits. 

An amateur photographer’s studio is generally his living 
room. And up-to-date living rooms are inclined to contain a 
fairly generous assortment of furniture. They also have pic- 
tures and lighting fixtures on their walls. All these are danger- 
ous background material. But the most hazardous device of all 
is the floor lamp. 

Often—much too often—the print will show a queer kind of 
stalk growing out of the subject’s head. (Continued on page 166)

OLF TIETGENS is a commercial 
R photographer who knows all the 

secrets of lighting a cheesecake 
model to best advantage, who can pro- 
duce an excellent cover for House & Gar- 
den, or a fashion page for Mademoiselle, 
or a dazzling jewel picture for Harper’s 
Bazaar. He has gone through all the 
stages. For a time he did the straightest 
and most orthodox of shots. He did a 
documentary job for the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in 1941 when he 
covered the Rio Grande flood. All of 
which activity demanded a good eye, 


clear thought, and a clean technique. 

It takes many photographers half a 
lifetime to go as far as Tietgens has in a 
comparatively short time. He spent ex- 
actly one day at a photographic school, 
quitting impatiently when he found that 
he was expected to learn all the manifold 
photographic techniques before he could 
start taking the pictures he liked. He pre- 
ferred making photographs and learning 
the necessary technicalities as he went 
along. It was the opposite of the routine 
way—first developing your means to ex-

press your pictorial intentions. It may 
have been at times a slow process but it 
always resulted in the personal solution 
of a problem. 

But after Tietgens achieved the ideal 
full scale of tones, and after he found out 
how to light an object interestingly and 
how to compose a good picture, he still 
did not feel satisfied. He felt like a man 
who came to see a great show but was 
detained in a marble chamber. This was 
not the real thing. All the images of 
reality that he had on his emulsion were 
nice or not so nice, according to the 
specific case, but he felt that he had not 
done much by just recording these im- 
ages on film. 

Tietgens felt the urge to create pictures 
instead of reproducing realities—houses, 
barns, cows, people. His was the attitude 
of the artist; creation the goal. Yet the 
modern camera, with its ability to record 
exquisite views in incredibly short in- 
stances, does not allow you to manipulate 
it as does the primitive tool of the 
painter, the brush. Thus Tietgens found 
it impossible to make the kind of pictures 
he liked by shooting directly. Had it been 
possible, he feels, it would not then have 
been much of a creative effort. 

Tietgens, like others before him, found 
himself confronted with the problem of 
how the marvelous recording instrument, 
which is a camera, could be used for 
creative ends. Photography, more than 
any other graphic means of expression 
(all of which were originally purely re- 
cording devices) has had a tough row to 
hoe whenever it has regarded itself as 
“art.” Although it is most often used as 
a technical aid in modern life, as a docu- 
mentary medium and for superficial illus- 
trative purposes, Tietgens had no doubt 
about the fact that photography can be 
an art. He knew that while we use words 
in everyday conversation and in writing 
business letters it would be silly to deny 
that these same words could be used to 
create the most delicate of poems. 

Photography, however, bogged down in 
the midst of its mechanical utilitarian ap- 
plications. It was used for scientific pur- 
poses. How then could it be used for the 
creation of a new art? Well, such men as 
David Octavius Hill, Nadar, and Talbot, 
among photography’s earliest practition- 
ers, considered photography an art, and 
their work is generally recognized as such 
today. These men had been painters who 
considered the new invention a means of 
drawing more easily and accurately. But 
they considered photography as a substi- 
tute for painting and so tried to imitate 
painting with it. 

Later men, like the French Atget and 
the American Stieglitz, approaching pho- 
tography no longer as an imitation of 
painting, turned their cameras on the 
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world with the intention of revealing 
more than usually meets the undiscerning 
eye, and of adding atmosphere and feel-~ 
ing. Man Ray followed, and Berenice Ab- 
bott, Weston, and Blumenfeld. Now the 
number of young artist photographers 
who want to express their own individu- 
alities as well as their artistic ideals has 
become gratifyingly numerous. 

Tietgens is one of these, and not the 
least important. His is an entirely per- 
sonal kind of photography, but since it is 
of necessity based on reality, its symbols 
are easily understandable—quite in con- 
trast to those of most contemporary ab- 
stractionists or surrealists in painting. 
You may call Tietgens a super-realist, or 
better, an irrealist. He is a fervent be- 
liever in day dreaming, which he is ca- 
pable of putting to striking use. 

Tietgens is preoccupied with the crea- 
tion of poetical images. He will resort to 
all kinds of photo-tricks to achieve his 
goal, which is usually the evocation of an 
emotional quality. Such a quality, he 
thinks, should be felt and not rationally 
analyzed, thus allowing a wide range of 
individual reactions to the pictures. 

Like every real artist Tietgens tries to 
counter the flood of the usual everyday 
photographic merchandise (a tough job 
indeed!), and his titles in themselves are 
unusual: The Constant Angel, for in- 
stance, The Distant Caller, and Trance. 
Such titles evoke moods and an examina- 
tion of the pictures shows that in most 
cases the moods are realized. As these 
titles suggest, Tietgens will not deny the 
influence of surrealism on his work. As in 
surrealistic painting one finds in his pho- 
tographs a high degree of precision. This 
is necessary because what he is trying to 
say is irrational and it must be said in 
realistic terms. Objects must be sharply 
defined, which is why Tietgens feels that 
photography lends itself perfectly to the 
kind of thing he is doing. Photography, 
after all, is precise. Its realism is inim- 
itable, and by combining different, yet 
related, realities the photographer is able 
to create surrealisms, fantasies, dream- 
like compositions. 

It is certainly noteworthy that in prac- 
tically all of Tietgens’ work there is no 
departure from pure photography. True, 
he will combine drawings with photo- 
graphs, but the predominant note is al- 
ways photographic. He will combine 
weird skies with ruins. He will print an 
eye into a cold, desolate wall. He will 
print a negative combined with a fabric. 
He will make a paste-up collage, cover 
parts of it with hypo crystals, and re- 
photograph the whole thing. He will com- 
bine positives and negatives, make bodies 
of men and women transparent. 

Tietgens’ tricks are not done for their 
own sake but are resorted to for the 
definite ideas he +has in mind at the mo- 
ment. Nevertheless, the imaginative pho- 
tographer will find him worthy of study 
as a means of stimulating an apprecia- 
tion of the tremendous possibilities in- 
herent in the photographic medium. To 
Study Tietgens is to have a whole new 
world of photography revealed and to 

realize that the camera is even more than 
an instrument for the documentation of 

e world of nature.— fz

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CASE OF THE CAREFUL OWNER 





There’s no mystery about the value of keeping your equipment luggage in 


top condition—you extend its life and better protect its valuable contents 


By WILLIAM B. DAVID 


HERE are two outstanding reasons 
why it pays to overhaul a battered 
leather camera case or similar 
piece of luggage. First, the useful life of 
the case itself is extended, perhaps by 
many years. Second, the contents, often 
infinitely more valuable, are given greater 
protection. Often an old, decrepit-looking 
case costing a few dimes can be over- 
hauled much easier than a new one can 
be purchased or built. And cases obtain- 
able at war-surplus stores sometimes need 
quite a bit of reconditioning. 
Take the case of the movie camera case

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shown in the phutos. This somewhat an- 
cient garage for a Bell and Howell Model 
70 Filmo was purchased in an “as is” con- 
dition at a camera store for $2.50. (Its 
original cost was around $15.00, the clerk 
said.) Months-long attempts to locate a 
new carrying case had failed, and it had 
been decided to build one from plywood 
or something similar: then the “as is” 
bargain was discovered. The leather 
forming the exterior was in fairly good 
condition and practically all of the stitch- 
ing was sound, but there were numerous 
other details that needed attention. 
Although this is a ciné camera case, the 
various steps involved in its restoration 
can be applied to almost any other kind— 
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still camera, exposure meter, rangefinder, 
and so on, 

First of all, strip the case inside and 
out of all straps and other attachments 
that are too badly damaged to be of fur- 
ther use. In removing rivets that hold 
straps, latches, and locks, be careful not 
to damage the material forming the body 
of the case. Rivets having split, turned- 
back ends may be loosened by prying up 
the bent projections until you can get the 
jaws of cutting pliers under them. Tubu- 
lar rivets whose spread ends flare out 
into the rims of little caps that look like 
rivet heads are sometimes found. Use claw 
pincers to loosen them, and save the caps, 
for they usually can be used again. 

From a leather or harness shop you 
usually can purchase new straps cut to 
any width and length you want. A six- 
foot length of 5s” strap was purchased 
for 50 cents to replace the cracked and 
shriveled one that was on the camera 
case. Use the old strap as a pattern for 
remounting the buckle and punching new 
buckle and rivet holes. The buckle illus- 
trated required the cutting of a slot and 
two holes for a rivet. Before installing 
the buckle, clean it to remove rust, scale, 
and grease, and give it a coat of lacquer 
or enamel. If the buckle is broken—a 
rare occurrence—it sometimes can be re- 
paired by hard-soldering the break. 

Rivets for attaching the new strap or 
other part usually can be obtained from 
leather stores, harness shops, or local no- 
tion shops. Brass split rivets of the type 
sold for attaching fabric automobile 
brake lining will be found suitable if not 
too short: the split section of the shank 
should project well beyond the surface 
when the rivet is pushed into its hole. 
Heat the split portion to redness and let 
it cool—to soften the metal; when you 
spread and hammer down the split end, 
some of the softness will be lost, through 
work-hardening of the metal. Use the 
side of a nail or pin punch of appropriate 
diameter to spread the rivets, and finally 
hammer down the tips until they are vir- 
tually flush with the inner surface. If the 
rivet is not annealed, the tips often crack 
or break off when bent sharply. Usually 
rivets are placed so their ends are 
covered either by the lining or, as in 
camera cases, by spacing blocks. Other- 
wise, capped rivets should be used when 
possible. 

Examine the seams and stitches care- 
fully. Where threads are broken, resew 
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Ciné case shows age, but is fundamen- 
tally sound. Note numerous strep cracks. 


with linen or strong carpet thread. White 
is all right, for it can be stained to match 
the rest of the case. Where there are 
scuffs, breaks in the leather, or a gaping 
seam, apply an appropriate adhesive. I 
have found that a quick-drying house- 
hold cement (Duco) works excellently. 
In the case of leather, spread the cement 
thinly on the surfaces to be joined and 
allow it to dry without joining them. This 
sizes the material. Then add more ce- 
ment and press the surfaces together, 
holding with clamps or your fingers until 
the cement sets. Patches may be ce- 
mented in place to cover large damaged 
spots. After the cement has set, remove 
any visible excess with a knife. If the 
job is done right, there will be virtually 
no cement in view. 

Leather that is very dry should be 
treated with a lubricant such as a warm 
50-50 mixture of lanolin and neatsfoot oil. 
After this has soaked in or been driven 
in by gentle heating, buff the surface 
with a cloth to remove excess grease, and 
then apply a good grade of shoe dressing 
of appropriate color. A preparation that 
both dyes and polishes the leather is con- 
venient: it will color any threads used 
in restitching. Use only a polish that dries 
to a dull appearance and has to be buffed 
with a scrub brush or sheepskin pad to 
bring out the shine. 

Leather is not the only material used 
for the outsides of cases. There are vari- 
ous fabrics, imitation leathers, and so on. 
In nearly every instance, transparent 
pyroxylin household cement may be used 
to repair scuffs and other damage. To 
some types of cases, such as those having 
a fabric covering impregnated with a 
transparent material, clear lacquer may 
be applied to seal small breaks and pro- 
duce a finish resistant to water and wear. 

Latches and locks often are in sad 
states of decline. Sometimes there is little 
that can be done, other than replacing 
damaged parts with new or reconditioned 
ones. At other times the only work re- 
quired is a good cleaning, oiling, and per- 
haps painting with lacquer or enamel. If 
the catch or lock is broken but no mate- 
rial lost, it sometimes can be removed 
and repaired by hard-soldering. By bend- 
ing or hammering, restore the piece to its 
former shape, apply suitable flux to the 
break, add silver solder or brazing alloy, 
and heat until the solder flows into the 
joint. When cold, file off rough edges.

T’S ALL in your point of view—,” ob- 

served the philosopher in the second 

= balcony as the featured dancer fell 

into the first row orchestra. But he might 

have been talking about pictures, for per- 

haps in no other field is point of view, 
per se, so important. 

Not just a matter of moving a few feet 
to the right or left or kneeling instead 
of standing when you make a picture, but 
also in your very approach to the sub- 
ject is point of view important. If you 
approach picture-making with a mind un- 
cluttered by preconceived notions—a 
clear, free, swept-out mind bent on 
making a simple picture of a simple 
idea to express a simple thought—then 
you will find .that picture material 
abounds. 

And for those already snorting in dis- 
agreement, look at the many salon prints 
which were made of simple and readily 
available subject matter. Look at the 
advertising prints which fairly shout of 
simplicity. Look at the newspictures 
which sometimes speak volumes with a 
closeup of a grim and determined face 
beneath a steel helmet. 

How many times have you looked at a 
picture and said, “Now why didn’t I 
think of that?” 

Probably more often than you would 
like to be reminded of. 

If you have done so more than twice 
in the past six months then it is time you 
revised your technique. You are defi- 
nitely below par in exercising your im- 
agination and inventiveness. And don’t 
bring out that old saw about disparity in 
equipment. The advanced amateur or 
professional photographer would do no 
better than you if he had the same equip- 
ment. His prints would be no sharper, 
nor his negatives less grainy. But his 
pictures, as photographs, would be terri- 
fic! 

Just realize one thing and adjust your 
mind to this one principle. Now prepare 
for a shock: 

Pictures and picture material abound! 


Pictures... 


Every time you turn around there is an- 

,other picture before you. Every object, 
every abstract or concrete idea in this 
weary old world has to be photographed 
before you can truthfully say that “there 
is no picture material here.” 

Every single thing about you may be 
a possible salon subject or possess com- 
mercial possibilities. By your treatment 
of any particular subject you portray to 
the world your ability, your attitude, 
your social consciousness, your politics, 
4nd whether or not you love your wife. 

The author brings word pictures before 
his readers: pictures of strife and storm, 
tragedy and heartbreak, joy and laughter. 
With simple words he makes his readers 
shudder or cry or laugh with him. 

And this he does in a world where the 
great majority cannot read! 

He does it with a pen which, like a 
camera, is easily mastered as far as tech- 
nical details and usage are concerned, but 
which, like the camera, many people 
never understand fully, and in the hands 
of some cannot even lucidly express a 
simple phrase! 

This artist with words, this scribbler of 
phrases, this coiner of epigrams has 
found the secret of pleasing an art-hum- 
gry public. He paints pictures they un- 
derstand, portrays emotions they have 
felt, arouses feelings that are familiar, 
and does it deftly and simply. 

“Go thou and do likewise .. .” 

You have a camera. Like the strug- 
gling child in the lower grades you have 
learned to “write.” You can handle your 
“pen.” In other words you can produce 
a negative of the density you desire with 
focus at the point you wish. You cam 
make a print with more than passably 
pleasing contrast and tone. 

This is all you need know about 
“writing.” Just as the author may struggle 
fora time to learn how to express ideas, 
so must you study. Where the author 
must have a public that can read, yes 
can talk, with you camera, to everyone:

their expense, I traveled through almost 
every Mediterranean country. Even then 
I could see that there were preparations 
for a coming war, so after I had seen and 
filmed everything in that area, I returned 
to New York. 

It appeared to me that there was not 
much known in the United States about 
our Central and South American neigh- 
bors and, on inquiring, I found that the 
Pan-American Union in Washington was 
the only organization that knew much 
about the American Republics so I visited 
the directors of the Pan-American Union 
and explained my plan to make a series 
of films and photo stories in Central and 
South America. 

They were enthusiastic but warned me 
that they could supply only enthusiasm 
and advice and no financial help. Enthu- 
siasm and advice were primary requisites 
to anyone starting to undertake what I 


had planned .. . but I went haywire on 
my time estimate of ten months to do the 
job... for I have been working now for 
ten years and am convinced that there is 
still. plenty to be done. 

My first series of films and photographs 
were of an educational nature for the 
newly formed sound film library which I 
organized for the Pan-American Union. 
My educational sound films carried such 
titles as The Story of Bananas, From Bor- 
der to Border, Rollin’ Down to Mexico, 
Coffee from Brazil to You, and many 
others, the filming of these stories taking 
me through a good many of the Southern 
Republics, 

It might be said that I was running my 
own “good neighbor policy” through the 
work these sound films were doing in 
telling the story of Latin America to the 
people of the United States—all this many 
years before the formation of the office 





of the Coordinator of Inter-American Af- 
fairs which today is the principal source 
of information on South American repub- 
lics. 

My present assignment is that of South 
American “Pool” cameraman for the five 
American newsreels: RKO-Pathe, Movie- 
tone News, Paramount News, Metro News 
of the Day, and Universal Newsreel—in 
combination with the Coordinator of In- 
ter-American Affairs, 

Newsreel reporting calls for a special 
technique in camera reporting similar to 
creating a picture story for an illustrated 
magazine. In my newsreel work down 
here in South America I have to keep my 
eyes open for the stories. My base of 
operations is Santiago, Chile, and I cover 
stories in Chile, Peru, Bolivia, Uruguay, 
Paraguay, and Argentina. 

To keep up with the activities in so 
many countries is a problem at times, and 
to solve the problem requires reading the 
newspapers of each country (all news- 
papers are printed in Spanish) to know 
what events are to take place. When I 
know of events two weeks in advance, I 
cable New York explaining the story and 
asking their O.K. 

Some stories take me thousands of miles 
from my base. This means travel by com- 
mercial airlines . . . and during the war, 
priority passengers were first and news- 
reel cameramen didn’t seem to rate prior- 
ities. Many times I would report to the 
airfield to find that I had been “off- 
loaded” by some priority passenger. I 
found splendid cooperation, however, in 
the offices of the Pan-American and Pa- 
nagra Airways, where I always found peo- 
ple who realized the value of the work I 
am doing and helped in every way to see 
that I traveled as soon as possible. 

A newsreel cameraman meets all types 
of people ... and in my case I have filmed 
and interviewed most of the presidents of 
the Southern hemisphere. I have filmed 
the maneuvers of the armies, air forces 
and navies of practically every South 
American republic. Some of my assign- 
ments during the years following the 
Pearl Harbor attack were to show what 
the South American republics were doing 
to help the Allies win the war. 

This assignment called for flying with 
Brazilian Air Force pilots to show how

Transportation of heavy equipment 's 
a problem—solved on a Peru oil field as- 
signment with the aid of an Army jeep: 
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they kept constant aerial observation for 
German submarines in South American 
waters... or to go to the north of Chile 
to the great copper mines at Chuquica- 
mata to show the Chilean contribution of 
copper to be shipped to the United States 
for war production use. It is amazing 
how much these Southern republics con- 
tributed in raw materials for the war. 

Many people think that newsreel cam- 
eramen take many chances, risking their 
lives to get a story. Asa rule, this is not 
true, but of course, the war in Europe 
and Asia changed everything, and many 
newsreel staff cameramen who drew war 
front assignments faced the same dangers 
as the men of the Army, Navy or Air 
Force. Since danger is a companion of 
disaster, we find ourselves filming the 
subject whether we like it or not. I have 
had many narrow escapes, which include 
almost falling from a pursuit plane while 
filming Brazilian Air Force maneuvers 
over Rio at 5,000 feet. 

At San Juan, Argentina, in January, 
1944, I was filming the San Juan earth- 
quake damage when the quake re-oc- 
curred and piled half a house down on 
me and my cameras. The following day 
I wanted to film the ruined city from a 
plane but all planes were loading only 
seriously injured, the pilots suggesting I 
return to Mendoza and fly back in an 
empty plane. After completing my earth- 
quake scenes in San Juan, I returned by 
train to Mendoza, using my last roll of 
movie film to film orphans whose parents 
were killed. On arriving at the Plaza 
Hotel in Mendoza, I received a telephone 
call from the airport. The dispatcher 
heard of my request to film from the air 
and offered a space in a large commer- 
cial passenger plane. As I had no more 
35 mm 100-foot rolls for my Eyemo, I 
thanked him, but refused his offer... 
and this was my lucky day ... for one 
hour later, the same plane dispatcher 
called me again telling me that the plane 
had just crashed at the airport, killing all 
occupants. If I had only 100 feet of 35 
mm film left when I arrived at Mendoza 
that afternoon I am sure I would have 
accepted the offer to fly in that plane and 
I would not be here today.

HEN ED WESTCOTT was as- 
signed by Army officers to fly 


over sprawling Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
and take aerial photographs, he did not 
ask why. He found out why after the first 
atomic bomb was dropped on Hiroshima 
and President Truman made the first an- 
nouncement of the amazing new weapon. 

Westcott had seen the cradle of the 
atomic bomb get its start. 

He had been transferred from the U.S. 
Army Engineers at Nashville to Knox- 
ville on Dec. 15, 1942. He saw farm land 
in the hill country gradually sprout into 
a 59,000 acre military reservation, closely 
guarded, with huge plants and a new city 
of 75,000 workers from all over the United 
States. 

He saw how these workers, including 
himself, sealed their lips against mention 
of anything going on in the “forbidden 
city.” Few Americans in other states had 
even heard of Clinton Engineer Works or 
the Manhattan District project of the 
Army Engineers. 

Westcott’s cameras had clicked. in 
places where others could not. 

He wondered a little when he was 
asked to take aerial shots over the secret 
project in the summer of 1945. 


Before the flight a wind hood was de- 
signed and built to cover the bellows of 
the 4x5 Speed Graphic at top and on 
both sides. The hood was painted dull 
black inside and out. It proved to be a 
good sunshade as well as wind hood. 

Sixteenth-inch sheet metal was used, 
with two holes in the top and on each 
side of the camera, which provided rapid 
attachment with bolts and wing nuts. A 
heavier strip of metal was used in 
bracing the lower front part of the hood 
under the camera bed. 

The best aerial photos were obtained 
by using Eastman Super Panchro Press 
Type B film. Exposure was 1/500 sec. at 
f 9, using a K2 filter. The 54-inch Ilex 
paragon lens was focused on infinity. 

A Cub plane was used, with the right 
door removed. All shots were made from 
very low, in order to illustrate the true 
picture of the different buildings and 
areas. 

The negatives were developed in 
DK-60a by tray. Enlargements were 
made with a 4x5 Omega. The prints were 
delivered to the Public Relations Office ©! 
the U.S. Engineers. Hundreds were 
turned out in a mass production oP

Any old thing for makeup and costume—and these 


two Gis can produce an “authentic” character shot 


ROFESSIONAL MAKEUP? Expen- 
Ps props? Complete scenery? In- 

deed, you don’t need them! And if 
you think these pictures are authentic, 
you’re wrong. When free time lies heavy 
on GI hands, there’s likely to be some 
amazing results. Witness the case of 
S/Sgt. Eugene A. Gyuriak and T/Sgt. 
Thomas H. Windham, when they were 
stationed at the Air Base Photo Lab at 
Elmendorf Field, Alaska. 

Sergeant Windham was the photogra- 
pher; Sergeant Gyuriak, the model. With 
such items as burnt cork, soiled towels, 

shirts, coke bottles, rubber ce- 
wire, absorbent and old

Rubber cement was only makeup used to 
imitate a battle-scarred German warrior.

Any photographer can do the same, but 
invention doesn’t seem so necessary when 
professional makeup and costumes can be 
purchased so easily—and sometimes ex- 
pensively—at the corner store. 

But see how simply the soldiers mas- 
tered the problem when such professional 
equipment wasn’t available. 

The portrait of the Arab “Ali Baba” 
(the prize-winning print in the Alaska 
Camera Club Annual Salon in 1944) is a 
good example of these boys’ ingenuity. 
Sergeant Gyuriak spent two and a half

hours preparing himself for the shot. As- 
sorted pajama tops, strips of parachute 
silk, a sheepskin cap, and two pieces of 
wire went into the making of the arabic 
headgear. The beard was made from 
pieces of absorbent cotton sprinkled with 
toning powder. Deep flesh tones were 
produced by using orthochromatic film 
and a minimum exposure. Projecting the 
negative through an etching screen, Ser. 
geant Windham worked eight months to 
perfect his final print. 

“Kreiger,’ the German warrior, was 
battle-scarred but still tough. The scars 
were produced with rubber cement, the 
face elongated slightly by tilting the en- 
larging easel during projection, and the 
American helmet, with a little retouch. 
ing, became a German model. 

For the Chinese picture, “Kahn,” the 
only makeup was grey tape to stretch the 
eyes apart, and burnt cork for the long 
mustache. Tape edges were retouched, 
The robe was made from camera focusing 
cloth and flashgun reflector bags. Scrolls 
on the Chinese headdress are aerial cam- 
era film leaders. 

The photographer, Sergeant Windham, 
is a tall, lanky Texan, quiet by nature, 
He has accumulated a wealth of technical 
knowledge during his seven years in pho- 
tography. His intense interest drives him 
to long working hours. For these experi- 
ments he chose a 50 mm Leica camera 
with an f 2 lens and 90 mm Leica with an 
f4 lens. Sergeant Windham was well 
known in civilian life for his unique 
ideas in advertising for an automotive 
chain store in Houston, Texas. He hopes 
to return to Alaska, now that peace is 
here, to spend a year or so photographing 
landscapes. 

Versatile Sergeant Gyuriak, from South 
Bend, Indiana, who posed for all the por- 
traits, possesses a great gift for panto- 
mime and imitation. He, too, is an ex- 
cellent photographer in his own right. 
When he arrived in Alaska in January of 
1942, he spent some time photographing 
Kiska after the invasion. Sergeant 
Gyuriak returned to the States on rota- 
tion more than a year ago, but he’s hard 
at work developing more of his unusual 
photographic ideas.—fe

SAFETY BELT FOR YOUR REFLEX 


iis. Be x Re 


Carrying a reflex camera around your 
neck in the usual manner may result in 
damage to the instrument. For instance, 
if you lean forward, the camera may 
swing out and strike something. The 
little device shown above securely an- 
chors the camera to a vest button or coat 
button and eliminates this risk. It is 
made from a standard 14-inch bolt (this 
size fits the American tripod bushing), a 
small key ring, the upper half of an old 
suitcase key, and the leather tab salvaged 
from an old pair of suspenders. The key 
is soldered to the bolt (which has been 
cut down to about 3¢-inch) and then the 
ring is used to hook onto the leather tab. 
If no suitcase key is at. hand, a small loop 
of stiff wire will do as well. To use the 
device, the bolt is screwed into the tripod 
socket on the bottom of the camera and 
the tab is buttoned over a coat or vest 
button. This gadget can be used on any 
camera with a tripod bushing located on 
the back or bottom, and will save possible 
injury to expensive equipment. — Bob 
Hurst, Chicago, Ill. 


ELIMINATING PIN SPOTS 

A dark spot on a print, caused by a pin- 
hole in the negative, can be removed with 
the etching knife, but this technique can 
easily deface the surface of the paper. 
There are at least two better ways of han- 
dling the problem: (A) With printing pa- 
per on the easel and the red safety filter 
of the enlarger in place under the lens, 
cover all marks caused by the pinholes 
with lead from a soft pencil, and then 
make the exposure. The pencil marks can 
be removed either during development by 
rubbing gently with the fingers, or by 
using an art gum eraser after the print is 
dry. (B) Put a minute bit of India ink 
or other opaque over the pinhole on the 
negative—which will print white on the 
projection paper. In either case, the white 
spot left on the paper can be filled in with 
spotting pencil or brush much more eas- 
ily than a black spot could be etched out.

Although he warns that most railroad

Michael Mahoney

lad with an inquiring mind and 

winning manner who started at 
twelve with a professional camera and a 
full measure of determination—resulting 
in pictures of which many an oldster 
could well be proud. 

The story of most serious amateurs be- 
gins with a box camera and a slow climb 
from that to more complicated equipment. 
But not for Michael Mahoney, youngest 
son of Daniel J. Mahoney, publisher of 
the Miami Daily News. Knowing that 
“the boys” on the photo staff of the paper 
used Speed-Graphics he insisted on start- 
ing right at that point with a 214x344 
Graphic of his own. 

Again departing from the usual tradi- 
tions, the money for the camera was not 
earned or saved by Michael. Rather he 
suggested to his parents a combination 
Christmas and birthday present and 
found them quite willing to further so 
useful and practical a hobby. 

Having acquired the camera, holders, 
and film, Michael enlisted the aid of one 
of the staff photographers for some con- 
densed coaching and pointers on its use, 
and then took it to school in far away 
Arizona. 

School is usually followed by several 
summer weeks on the family ranch near 
Sun Valley, Idaho. On the “M-bar-M” is 
to be found real western atmosphere and 
hardy outdoor living—a splendid place 
for growing boys and just as fine a place 
for picture making. 

Of course a trained eye is required with 
even the best of picture material. The 
majority of snapshooters give all the 
credit to dame chance for any outstand- 
ing shots. “Wasn’t that a lucky picture?” 
is a common phrase whenever a good 
negative appears. Michael had been cau- 
tioned to pause before snapping the shut- 
ter to make sure that the best possible

arrangement and composition was before 
the lens. 

Most problems he worked out for him- 
self, supplemented by diligent study of 
photographic works and _ publications, 
Daring shots against the sun and views 
framed by a doorway or other foreground 
forms were among those proved success- 
ful by the trial and error method. 

Darkroom equipment, not so portable, 
was impractical for so much traveling and 
that phase of photographic work is yet to 
be fully explored by Michael. Good prints 
can be made anywhere—good negatives 
only where the particular subject matter 
is located. 

Michael’s negatives are uniform, the re 
sult of using an exposure meter on almost 
every picture. He has learned to judge 
distances and focus by scale as often as 
with the groundglass when haste is in- 
dicated. 

Kodachromes were taken in stride and 
his color films have been just as satisfac- 
tory as those in black-and-white. For the 
latter he uses both sheet film and film- 
pack. 

A few of his pictures have found their 
way into print, but Michael has never 
troubled to exhibit prints that would no 
doubt be well received in almost any 
salon. He is deep in school studies with 
time for only occasional sessions with the 
camera. 

For Michael photography has been a 
pleasant activity—a hobby—and also a 
means of expression. Artistry is a family 
trait and finds an excellent outlet as well 
as nurture and growth in this manner. 

His immediate desire is to take even 
better pictures. For the future he can see 
only the newspaper profession—printer’s 
ink has already taken effect—and we can 
be sure that when Michael is managing 
his own “sheet” the picture section will 
receive plenty of space and attention —®

The interior of a camera case often is 
shaped to fit the camera for which it was 
designed, this shaping being accomplished 
by means of wooden blocks or sheet- 
metal forms covered with a soft lining 
material.

worn or torn, it should be replaced.

cardboard, or leather, a satisfactory ad- 
hesive is casein glue mixed to medium 
consistency.

Clamping to secure good contact of the 
glued surfaces is advisable when possible, 
and the adhesive should be allowed to set

for 10 hours or more before using the 
article. 

In repairing luggage, you will have to 
make holes in leather and similar mate- 
rials. The most convenient way of per- 
forating straps is with a leather punch. 
Another way is to use a nail set whose 
cup still is in good condition. Place the 
leather on a piece of aluminum, zinc, 
lead, or maple that is backed by a solid 
support, hold the punch squarely over 
the point where the hole is to be, and 
strike it sharply with a hammer. Usually 
the resulting hole, while cleanly-cut, is 
a bit smaller at the “exit” end. This can 
be remedied with an awl or twist drill. 
In fact you can drill the hole from the 
start, if the leather is not too soft. Use 
an ordinary twist drill and drive it at a

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fairly high speed. The bit may be slightly 
oversize, for the hole has a tendency to 
shrink a little after the bit is removed. 

It is good practice to tag all lug- 
gage used in traveling, so you can iden- 
tify it if required to prove ownership in 
a railway station or hotel lobby. There 
are luggage tags that have a window cov- 
ered by a snap-held flap. Casual glancers 
cannot read such a tag, but it requires 
only a second for the owner to lift the 
flap and prove that the suitcase doesn’t 
belong to the tall, scowling gentleman 
after all. And another idea that is some- 
times highly useful is to mark your bags 
and carrying case with some symbol 
easily identified at a distance of several 
feet. This might be a colored triangle or 
circle painted on each end, sides, and top 
of your suitcase: or you can use a mono- 
gram or initials, or a system of bars or 
stripes. Whatever the symbol, you can 
use colored automobile lacquer or enamel 
to make it. Wipe the surface first with 
a cloth moistened in dry-cleaning fluid 
to remove possible traces of oil or grease 
that might prevent the paint from drying 
thoroughly. 

The restoration of cases, bags, and 
similar things is not a difficult or a costly 
process, and in these days of scarcities, it 
is a practice looked upon with high 
approval.—

or not, my daughter-about-to-be-born 
saved my life. Here is how. 

In January, 1945, I obtained permission 
from the Chilean Navy to make a news- 
reel story about the Chilean Navy cadet 
training cruise on the sailing ship frigate 
Lautaro. As this beautiful ship was to 
stop at Tocopilla and Iquique, Chile, to 
load a 4,000-ton load of nitrate, a vital 
war product, I could get a beautiful story 
of life on board a naval training ship as 
well as show how this ship was used to 
carry a vital war cargo to the United 
States. 

On January 22, I boarded the ship at 
Valparaiso. We heaved anchor and 
headed for Tocopilla, Chile, some six days 
to the north. The days passed quickly as 
I shot hundreds of photos in black and 
white and in color—as well as some three 
thousand feet of 35 mm movie film. On 
the 28th of January, the day before we 
were to reach the nitrate port of Toco- 
pilla, I received a cable from the Chilean 
Navy office in Santiago telling me that 
our baby was expected almost any day 
and that I should stop my pleasure cruise 
at Tocopilla and hop the next plane to 
Santiago for the arrival of our baby. I 
hated to leave this grand old sailing ship, 
but like all imminent fathers, I did not 
want to miss the birth of our first baby 
so I reluctantly bid all my officer and 
sailor friends a “buen viaje” and left the 
ship at Tocopilla to return by plane to 
Santiago. I arrived in Santiago February 

and our baby was born the next day. 
The great sailing ship Lautaro caught fire 
twenty-three days later and exploded off 
Peru, killing twenty-one of my former 
shipmates. 

By that time my pictures were already 
in an agency in New York, but the battles 
of the Pacific were front-page news then 
and this beautiful picture story never did 
reach publication. 

Now let me dwell a moment on advice 
to photographers who are planning to 
make photographic tours of Central and 
South American republics. I want to 
stress the importance of securing proper 
permission to take photographs in each 
country you may want to visit. The pos- 
sibility of espionage is still fresh in the 
minds of the authorities of each country 
and probably the war restrictions on pho- 
tographs of certain zones such as port 
installations, airports, and military instal- 
lations may still be in effect. So be sure 
to visit the chief of police and ask about 
restrictions regarding photographs. You 
might even ask him for a special police 
card, give him a photograph (passport 
type) to paste on this special identifica- 
tion card . . . give him your passport 
number . name of company or maga- 
zine you may represent—all the details 
he may ask for. This gesture will save 
you a lot of grief and possible trouble 
later on. 

I have found military people in South 
America extremely cooperative in my 
making newsreels of their armies, air 


forces, and navies I have probably pho- 











tographed more armies, navies, and air 
forces of the South American republics 
than any other American photographer 

. and with comparative ease, too. If 
you need pictures of military forces to 
complete your picture series, a good plan 
would be to visit the military attaché of 
the American Embassy, explain what you 
would like to do and, chances are he will 
take interest in your project and intro- 
duce you to the chief of the general staff

of the Army of the country you are visit- 
ing. These military career men are very 
willing to help if they know that their 
armed forces will get some good publicit; 
out of the deal. 

If you represent a national magazine, 
be sure to mention how many copies 
your magazine sells. Military men always 
like to know how many people will read 
about their armed forces. 

Another must while making pictures— 
don’t forget to make pictures of many of 
the people you meet .. . and furthermore, 
be sure to send them copies. I have sent 
hundreds of copies of pictures to persons 
I have photographed. It does not matter 
if the person is the president of the re- 
public or the customs agent at the airport 
—they all appreciate receiving them. They 
always will remember you for it. Remem 
bering such persons, and sending san 
prints, is a grand diplomatic maneuve: 
that undoubtedly will pay you well 
your next trip through the same area. 

Another bit of advice for photographers 
who plan to visit South America—be sure 
to check with customs officials before you 
leave the United States, on the proper 
procedure for declaring your camera 
equipment—so that you will avoid duty 
problems both when entering a foreign 
country and when bringing you 
equipment back to the United States. _ 

Blanks usually are provided on which 
you can list each photographie item and 
its serial number. It’s a good idea to 
carry several copies of this listing wit 
you, In this way, when you enter a new 
country you have but to turn over a list 
to the new customs officials. (Be sure to 
get an itemized receipt from these officia‘s 
for the equipment you take into th 
country.) Normally the customs men 
will copy your list on their quadruplicate

Different countries vary in their han- 
dling of customs. In some cases I have 
had officials simply affix their official 
stamp to my list of equipment—without 
even looking into my equipment cases. In 
one case I had to post a bond of $500— 
which was later confiscated because I had 
broken some small rule in their lengthy 
list of customs regulations. 

If you travel by commercial plane, you 
will find that the airline is required to 
seal your camera equipment during the 
trip. Why this rule still exists I do not 
know, but it seems to be a general regu- 
lation in virtually all South American 
countries. 

However, I have found one way to get 
the aerial pictures I want. I simply visit 
the air force commander of the country I 
wish to photograph, and explain what I 
want, the company I represent, and ask 
them for aerial views of the spots I am 
interested in. If they have no such pic- 
tures, it is often possible to get written 
permission to take the pictures—often 
they will even offer the use of one of 
their air force planes for the job. 

My parting word of advice is one that 
few persons will need. I give it only for 
those impulsive Americans who occasion- 
ally are thoughtless when dealing with 
other persons. 

If a policeman in a South American 
country tells you that it is prohibited to 
take a certain picture, don’t argue with 
him. It is best to be as polite as possible 
to him ;.. then go to the chief police 
officer and ask for special permission to 
make a certain photograph. 

If you treat the people of the other 
Americas with politeness and respect, they 
will return their kindness. And always 
remember, you the foreigner, not 


they.—_

of wet sand there. A man walked through 
it leading a small child. Two sets of 
prints, side by side. Don’t be lazy. Go get 
something to stand on and make a picture 
of that, composing it so the foot prints 
appear in one lower corner of your pic- 
ture and lead across to the opposite top 
corner, This one can be very good, es- 
pecially with a low sun striking the sand 
at an angle. If there are no prints go 
back and get your ice cream cone girl and 
walk her through the sand with you. 

Down the street a couple of freckled 
youngsters are playing ball. Kneel low 
again. Lie down if you have too. A good 
picture is worth it. Get the cocky batter 
and the smirking catcher against the sky. 
Get them in the mood of the game, and 
you have a picture that expresses boy- 
hood, that literally exudes the idea®* of 
youth at play. 

There’s a tired horse. Animals are al- 
ways good subjects. Catch them aping 
human expressions for a fine humor shot. 
Again the close-up tells your story. You 
have to eliminate and accentuate, to 
paraphrase a certain song popular a short 
time back. Get the straw hat cocked over 
one ear and you have a happy drunk 
with half closed eyes and grinning teeth. 

This could go on indefinitely. Pictures 
abound. Every time you turn around 
there’s another one, staring at you. 

They are underfoot, overhead, behind 
you, and in front of you. Just look for 
them. Train your eye to recognize them. 
Look at good pictures in the magazines 
and newspapers and you will learn to 
recognize them. 

When you find one, keep it simple. Don’t 
clutter it, don’t mess it up with alien 
subject matter that doesn’t support the 
story you’re trying to tell. An author 
doesn’t stop in the middle of a breath 
taking passage to talk about his mother’s 
home made apple pie. 

Stick to more or less standard compo- 
sitions, Analyze your prints, and see if 
you picked your angle so that the main 
lines of your subject fall into diagonals, 
pyramids, or curves. Make sure living 
subjects are looking “into” the picture. 
Make sure your subjects are balanced. 
But keep it simple! That is the best 
“Point of View.” 

Then having mastered technique, you 
can try expressing ideas and you will 
find your fun and enjoyment multiplied 
many times. You will have just as much 
fun—you will still be able to make a 
“record” shot of the beach picnic—but 
you will find that you have increased the 
number of mounted prints that you show 
with pride. Good luck!—p

Ward Pease 


discusses PRINT QUALITY 








HE term “print quality” is one of the 

hardest things in photography to pin 
down with a definition. Anyone who at- 
tempts to do so sticks his neck way out, 
and there are always plenty nearby with 
well-ground axes to wield. 

I ought to know better, but if a few 
thoughts on what goes into the making of 
print quality might help someone in his 
search for this elusive element, the risk 
might be worth while. 

One of the first attempts to define it 
that I recall having seen is found in the 
booklet Photography for Fun where the 
author, William M. Strong, rather naively 
says that it is just a matter of contrast. 
Without some qualifications this state- 
ment could be very misleading as some- 
one might conclude that if it is simply a 
matter of contrast, the more contrast the 
better. This leads to “soot-and-white- 
wash,” and we know that we are a long 
way removed from “print quality.” 

Closely akin to this same general idea 
is the feeling that the print must utilize 
the entire printing range of the emulsion 
from the blackest black that the silver 
can give to the whiteness of the paper. 
On the other hand, I have known a com- 
petent judge to examine a print closely 
for clear areas of paper, and if any were 
found the print was condemned forth- 
with regardless of other qualifications it 
might possess. This is largely a matter 
of opinion. High- or low-key prints have 
been made which come far from exhaust- 
ing the full printing range of the paper, 
yet which are outstanding in print qual- 
ity. 

By this I do not mean that in a high- 
key print you have nothing below a mid- 
dle tone while in a low-key print, nothing 


above the middle of 
the tone scale. Gen- 
erally speaking, a 
high-key print will 
have 99 per cent or 
more of its area 
above the middle of 
the tone scale. The 
darker accents 
which make the 
print will jump right Ward Pease 
down to maximum 
black without any of the lower middle 
tones being present. I have seen such a 
high-key print where three fourths or 
more of its area was completely blank, 
yet the print quality was such that I 
spent plenty of time studying it. 
Conversely, a good low-key print will 
stay below the middle tones with only 
some well-placed accents jumping past 
the upper middle tones to blank white. 
In both cases it is possible to have the 
maximum of print quality, yet the full 
capability of the paper in rendering gra- 
dations of tone has not been used. 
Then too, there are two schools of 
thought on how the gradation capability 
of the printing medium should be used. 
There is the “Notan” idea of using three 
or four broad general tones without much 
gradation between. I believe this school 
originated in Japanese art forms. Harry 
Shigeta has often advocated it in his print 
criticism. William Mortensen favors this 
type of approach in his Pictorial Lighting. 
On the other hand, much that is best in 
modern photography is based on the 
utilization of many gradations of tone to 
give the best possible rendering of tex- 
ture or roundness or form. Both ap- 
proaches are capable of leading to prints

Some believe that print quality | 
achieved by saving all of the delicg 
gradations in the highlight end of ti 
scale. In the case of portraiture this ; 
no doubt true, and is not too difficult ; 
accomplish by adjusting exposure and d 
velopment to what would be underexy 
sure and underdevelopment for a lang 
scape. Much beauty in outdoor work 
found in getting good detail in th 
shadow areas, and I have seen beautifi 
prints where both the shadow and hig. 
light areas were of little consequence and 
middle tones were given the greatest con. 
trast possible. A lot depends on the sub 
ject matter. 

This matter of saving the gradations jy 
that part of the scale where you want 
them most calls for a thorough knowl. 
edge of what you are trying to accon. 
plish, and also for complete control over 
the technique of the photographic proc. 
ess. It is best to get things right in the 
negative in the first place. Exposure must 
be right so that neither highlight nor 
shadow gradations are lost. It is better 
to err on the side of overexposure, for 
underexposed shadows are lost forever 
while dense highlights generally require 
only some patience in enlarging. If your 
plan calls for the deliberate elimination 
of detail at one end of the scale or the 
other, that is another matter. 

When it comes to saving the gradation 
at both ends of the scale, while still main- 
taining a good spacing of the middle 
tones, you can’t beat a pyro or pyro 
metol film developer. An M-Q developer, 
particularly one which has been over- 
worked, is too likely to lose shadow de- 
tail unless the exposure has been great 
enough. Then the development must be 
shortened to save the highlights, and the 
middle tones are crowded together and 
are inclined to go flat or mushy. Pyr 
saves a lot of-manipulation in printing by 
getting the best spacing of tone values in 
the negative. 

Nith the negative right, the printing is 
not so difficult. Ordinary good printing 
technique should take care of such ene 
mies of print quality as fogged highlights, 
staining, poor print color and contrast, 
and some varieties of blemishes. Another 
matter that enters in here is that of key- 
ing your print for the illumination under 
which it is to be viewed. This is a situ- 
ation which has been simplified by the 
new PSA viewing box, and a print can 
look well under its illumination and still 
be good for ordinary room lighting. 

There are a number of other matters 
hat must be considered in working for 
print quality. These have to do with the 
proper print color in both image and pa- 
per base, proper paper surface, mounting 
and presentation in general, as well as 
the absence of obvious blemishes. After 
all, print quality is largely a matter of 
getting a number of factors thoroughly 
under control and using them to present 
the picture subject or idea to the best 
possible advantage. This means that print 
quality must be a means to an end—not 
an end in itself—and is at its best when 
it accomplishes its purpose without be- 
coming conspicuous in itself—

Miniature Gallery Facilitates Hanging of Chicago Salon U 


N INNOVATION in salon practices 

was recently introduced with success 
by the print handling committee of the 
Fifth Chicago International Salon of Pho- 
tography. 

One of the big jobs faced by a salon 
committee is the hanging of the prints for 
public exhibition after the judges have 
made their selection from the many en- 
tries. This arduous task often requires 
that a large group of workers spend sev- 
eral evenings in arranging the pictures 
on the walls of the gallery, and that often 
the most satisfactory effect is achieved 
only after much trial and error. 

Anticipating the big task ahead and 
with the experiences of previous years in 
mind, Fred W. Edwards, who inaugurated 
another “first” in Chicago last year by re- 
producing the entire Fourth Chicago 
Salon on slidefilm, built from wood, card- 
board, and craft paper a miniature replica 
of the Charles B. Pike Print Rooms of the 
Chicago Historical Society where the 
show was subsequently exhibited. The 
model was complete in every detail, even 
to the colors of the walls and woodwork, 
and constituted an accurate copy of the 
five exhibition rooms and corridor that 
comprise the Pike gallery. 

Using the 35 mm negative film strip 
from last year’s slidefilm, Edwards made

contact prints of the copy negatives, cut 
them out, and the committee then “hung” v 
the miniature salon in the small gallery, 
This enabled them to study the arrange. 
ment of prints in the various rooms and 
on the walls of the corridor, and a week . 
before the Fifth Chicago Salon was to be “hy 
hung the most difficult part of the tack { 
had been done. Incidentally, Edwards’ 
model was built so that each individual 
room could be lifted from the wooden 
base and opened to form a strip. This 
made it easy to arrange and “hang” the 
tiny prints. 

In setting up the schedule for the 1946 
Chicago Salon, four days had been al- 
lowed for hanging the show between the 
judging and the opening, and normally 
it would have taken the four days to d 
the job. Actually the time required was 
two evenings, since the miniature pro 
vided an accurate guide to the best ar 
rangement of the show, which consisted 
of 297 prints, covered with glass and each 
affixed to the wall with strips of mold- 
ing, top and bottom.

in odd and unusual places may soon come 
true and the commercial photographer 
will no longer be limited in the scope of 
his work by the size of commercial pa- 
pers available, or will he have to splice 
his prints if outsize pictures are needed. 

Basis of the new process is an emulsion 
which can be spread on many kinds of 
materials, sensitizing them for photo- 
graphic print use. It was developed by 
Martin laboratory scientists shortly be- 
fore the war and during the conflict it 
speeded aircraft production by permitting 
engineers to work in full scale. 

After printing, the metal, wood, or plas- 
tics prints are developed in the same man- 
ner as any commercial photo paper. 

Through use of the emulsion, it is pos- 
sible to print photo murals directly on 
walls. Photographic book plates can be 
printed on the covers of treasured vol- 
umes, or names printed on personal arti- 
cles such as wallets and key rings. 

In its normal state, the emulsion is a 
thin jelly-like substance which, when 
heated to a temperature of 125 degrees, 
becomes a liquid which may be applied 
to the desired surface with a camel's hair 
brush, a soft sponge, or a soft cloth. Al- 
lowed to dry, the negative is then printed 
on the sensitized surface and develop- 
ment proceeds normally as if it were 4 
commercial paper. All operations are 
carried out under darkroom conditions, 
using ruby lights. The emulsion may be 
heated any number of times without al- 
fecting its efficiency or printing qualities.

What's Wrong 
| with this Pieture? 


(Number Three in a Series) 


| By CHARLES YERKOW 








How often have you seen people load- 
ing film into a folding camera? Quite 
often. And sometimes you thought they 
were doing it wrong . as the man in 
this picture? Yes, there is something that 
he is doing wrong. Can you see the fault? 

The fault is before you: nothing is hid- 
den from your view; you do not have to 
guess at the answer. If you have already 
spotted the fault, score yourself for a 
good observer and photographer who 
knows what to look for and how to load 
a folding camera. 

* * oo 

The fault is in the way the camera is 
handled awkwardly and wrongly. 
Note fingers resting squarely on the lens 

and lenses are not designed for such 
handling. 

Keep fingers off lenses! Perspiration 
and dirt will leave scratch marks and 
otherwise affect the delicate surface of 
the lens. Besides, it is much easier to 
load a folding camera by first closing the 
front of it, thus protecting the lens. The 
loading then becomes easy and simple 
since the camera becomes more compact. 
After you have removed the old roll 0 
film and inserted the new roll, open the 
front again—and you are ready to start 
taking more pictures.—f

So Salons Are Monopolies? 


Amid all the hue and cry regarding 


salons and how they are run, and how 


they should be run, and how they are all 
“monopolies,” and such, comes now a 
good letter from J. F. McGonigal of Mini- 
ature Camera Club of Philadelphia. This 
club sponsors the justly renowned Phila- 
delphia International Salon, and Brother 
McGonigal has given us some highly in- 
teresting data concerning that show 
which we will pass along herewith. For 
example: in the past four Philadelphia 
shows a total of 335 exhibitors was rep- 
resented, of whom 248 were hung only 
once, 46 had prints accepted for two of 
the four years, 33 were successful three 
of the four years, and only 8 rang the 
bell all four years in a row. (Yes, and 
only one guy had four prints hung all 
four years.) 

So what does all this mean? Well, it 
certainly looks as if this representative 
international show depends upon the 
one-shot exhibitors to a major extent, 
and that there’s hardly any “monopoly” 
group running things. Granted, this is 
one salon only, and we’ve seen so-0-0-0-0 
many apoplectic analyses showing how a 
certain few exhibitors get stuff into every 
show in the country, etc. But the Phila- 
delphia project can be taken to be fairly 
representative, at least ...so see how 
much of an argument you can work up 
at the next club meeting, using the 
Quaker City statistics for a starter.

tising photography there are deadlines to 
meet, Sometimes a deadline demands 
that a picture be made regardless of 
whether or not lighting conditions are 
ideal. 

Cases such as these (and they repre- 
sent a very small minority of the work of 
men like John O’Reilly) , require the pro- 
fessional photographer to call upon his 
experience to provide the know-how that 
can turn a less-than-perfect negative into 
a sparkling print. 

“Twenty years of experience,” O’Reilly 
said, “does teach you the tricks of a trade. 
But you also learn how to work so that 
you seldom have to resort to tvicks to 
save a picture.” John O’Reilly explodes 
the hokum that you can make a good 
print out of any negative; and he deplores 
the schools of photography that teach stu- 
dents to save bad negatives by expert 
printing instead of teaching them to make 
good negatives in the first place. 

The farthest John O’Reilly would ad- 
vise a photographer to go in order to save 
a negative is the suggestion that intensi- 
fying a negative is better than using a 
harder grade of paper where you can't 
hold the tone values. This photographer 
always shoots with the idea of using : 
normal chloride paper. Other measures 
that he takes to insure negative perfec- 
tion in advance is to have his shutters 
checked scientifically every six months. 

The big difference that exposure makes 
in high-speed films can easily cause over- 
exposure and ruin the tonal values 
through this single mechanical failure. 
Another O'Reilly hint that may mean the 
difference between sparkle and grayness 
is his method of handling white areas 
He says that there is no such thing as 
pure white, so always throw a shadow 
across a portion of the white area to cre- 
ate an effect of whiteness, 

The illustration of ‘the surgeon, called 
“Failure,” proves this assertion as per- 
fectly as it illustrates John O’Reilly’s an- 
swer to the question of what makes a 
sparkling print, because his answer is 
another question, “How does it look in 
the magazine?” 

J. Ghislain Lootens*, the man who has 
taught many of the better professionals 
and amateurs how to make sparkling 
prints, agrees completely with John 
O'Reilly. The aim of any photographer, 
amateur or professional, should be a nor- 
mal print on a normal grade of paper 
from a normal negative. That is the 
trademark of good photography. A Loo- 
tens’ pupil learns every element that goes 
into the making of every step in the 
process. 

But Lootens has learned through long 
experience both in teaching and practic- 
ing photography that perfection is not al- 
ways attainable. Human beings are fal- 
lible, materials are imperfect, and all the 
care and experience in the world cant 
prevent mishaps from occuring occasion- 
ally.

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If they occur more than occasionally 
then the photographer had better go back 
and strengthen his photographic founda- 
tions. For the occasional slip-up, regard- 
less of cause, however, J. Ghislain Loo- 
tens has a wealth of remedies. These pic- 
ture-savers are known to every profes- 
sional, he insists, and they should be a 
part of every amateur’s darkroom tech- 
nique as well. 

Emulsions vary, lighting is not always 
constant, a step such as testing tempera- 
ture may be overlooked in developing; 
that is when you should rely on experi- 
ence and use all the resourceful tricks in 
your photographic repertoire, according 
to Lootens. 

“Manipulation,” he said with a twinkle 
in his eye, “is anasty word. There’s been 
a lot of mystery and misunderstanding 
about the manipulation of prints. Yet in 
some cases it is not only justified but 
indicated. Of course,” he continued with 
the twinkle growing more pronounced, 
“to the pure’all things are impure, but a 
practical photographer will do whatever 
seems necessary to achieve the desired 
result. 

“The simplest correction is in the choice 
of papers, a softer paper for harsh nega- 
tives, a more contrasty paper for soft neg- 
atives. In addition to choosing a paper 
that best plays down negative faults, the 
developer for the prints can be manipu- 
lated. Using a soft developer for harsh 
negatives and a developer with more con- 
trast for flat negatives can sometimes 
perform print miracles without resorting 
to anything more elaborate than these 
simple manipulations in connection with 
the film processing. 

“An expedient that requires more skill 
on the part of the operator is manipula- 
tion of the light during enlarging. By 
printing in, flashing, or other strictly light- 
ing controls, a clever workman can dodge 
expertly without bothering with special 
developers or other than normal papers. 
Light alone can so extend the brilliance 
or range of a print that it will give the 
appearance of having been made from a 
normally brilliant negative. 

“Other little tricks that are effective and 
common (meaning that everyone uses 
them whether or not he will admit it) is 
over-all or local reduction. You are like- 
ly to find a bottle of Farmer’s reducer, 
potassium ferricyanide, or some other pet 
reducer -in the ‘purest’ photographer’s 
darkroom. Even if it is hidden, it belongs 
in every darkroom. 

“To secure brilliant highlights, nothing 
equals local reduction. But, in an emer- 
gency, if the opposite effect is desired, you 
can intensify the print. This is not as 
common as reduction, but in portrait 
work particularly, it can achieve beauti- 
ful results. 

“Don’t forget,” Mr. Lootens concluded, 
“that these are emergency measures only. 
If you should have a negative that re- 
quires too much treatment, the best cure 
is retouching—with an ax!” 

With J. Ghislain Lootens strengthening 
the convictions expressed by the rest of 
the panel of experts, only one conclusion 
can be drawn. . . . Your prints can be no 
better than your knowledge of photogra- 
phy permits.—f

“People who have dialed the number 
5-4127 at odd times in the past have been 
rather startled to hear the telephone an- 
swered by ‘Abie’s Delicatessen,’ ‘Slaugh- 
terhouse,’ or ‘Krubisch Hardware.’ The 
number is that of Ed Westcott, photogra- 
pher who makes pictures for the Oak 
Ridge Journal, and the voice, in a variety 
of accents, belongs to Ed himself. 

“Ed gets so many calls from people who 
want pictures that it may be that he had 
adopted this form of answering the tele- 
phone as a matter of self-protection. On 
the other hand, he may be exercising his 
sense of humor. Only Westcott knows, 
and he won’t tell. One of the great things 
about ‘The Shoulder,’ as he is known, is 
his ability to keep his face perfectly 
straight and sober at all times. 

‘*‘Watch the birdie,’ Westcott will say, 
seriously, to a stately matron he may be 
photographing.” 

Hundreds have “watched the birdie” 
for Westcott. Since he was the only pho- 
tographer in Oak Ridge, and since outside 
commercial photographers were not al- 
lowed to bring cameras into the area dur- 
ing the war, Westcott had a varied 
pattern of jobs. He was not only the 
newscameraman, but the official photog- 
rapher for the Oak Ridge High School 
year book, a publicity photographer for 
special events and bond drives, a free- 
lance man for private enterprises, and the 
portraitist for the entire community.

produce a contrasty one. But let’s get 
back to the other chemicals in the for- 
mula: 


“Sodium sulfite is a sort of shore patrol. 
Its assignment is to prevent the metol and 
hydroquinone from getting mixed up with 
too much oxygen from air dissolved in 
the developer, which it does by capturing 
the oxygen itself. Without the sulfite, 
the developing agents would quickly ‘ox- 
idize’-—turn brown or some other disgust- 
ing color—and become inactive. 

“As for sodium carbonate, it is the al- 
kali in the developer. Other alkalis are 
used, too—such as potassium carbonate, 
sodium hydroxide, and Kodalk. But so- 
dium carbonate is the most common. Its 
job is to swell the gelatin of the emulsion 
so the developing agent can reach all of 
the silver salt, and to speed the develop- 
ing action by chemically activating the 
developing agents. It is commonly called 
the accelerator.” 

“Something like a sergeant,” a voice in 
the back row suggested. 

“That’s a good comparison,” Jim agreed. 
“The carbonate eggs on the developing 
agents. But it is likely to carry things too 
far and permit the development of unex- 
posed silver salts, thus causing a general 
fogging of the image; so we need a re- 
strainer, a sort of MP, to control the de- 
veloping action. Potassium bromide is 
commonly used for this. It is an efficient 
enforcement officer, and relatively little 
of it is needed, as the formula indicates. 
It is particularly useful when developing 
overexposed negatives, when develop- 
ment is forced, or when aged film is being 
processed. 

“Now let’s summarize the developer 
before someone thinks of another ques- 
tion: Developing agents or reducers such 
as metol, hydroquinone, and pyrogallic 
acid reduce to metallic silver the silver 
bromide exposed to light. To produce a 
good negative, they must do this in pro- 
portion to the way the light acted on the 
bromide. The developing agents might 
go on reducing the silver bromide regard- 
less of exposure, but are restrained by 
the potassium bromide from doing so. 


“The sodium carbonate or other alkali 
swells the gelatin so the developing 
agents can reach the light-sensitive parti- 
cles, and it also changes the agents chem- 
ically so that they can do their jobs prop- 
erly. The sodium sulfite, which gobbles 
up oxygen even more greedily than the 
developing agents do, discourages oxygen 
in the air from uniting with the develop- 
ing agents, and counteracts the formation 
of products that would stain the nega- 
tive.” 

“Whew!” Little Eva said, softly. “I hope 
I got all that in my notes. But you didn’t 
say anything about finegrain developers.” 

“I was hoping nobody would think of 
that,” Peden said, smiling sadly. “I sug- 
gest that you forget all about such things 
until you have mastered ordinary de- 
velopment. In a finegrain formula, re- 
ducing agents and alkalis that produce 
small grains or clumps of metallic silver 
are used. They also produce relatively 
low contrast. Otherwise, finegrain de- 
velopment is essentially like the ordinary 
kinds.

matic, start in total darkness and don’t 
turn on the green safelight lamp until de- 
velopment has passed the half-way mark 

.. gone half the specified length of 
time, that is. 

“For orthochromatic film, you can use 
a ruby safelight from the start, although 
starting in total darkness isn’t a bad idea. 
Unroll the film, separate it from the 
paper backing and spool, and grasp the 
ends firmly with your fingers. You'll 
swear that you have a clock spring in- 
stead; and to take out some of the stiff- 
ness, dunk the roll in plain water until 
it becomes reasonably limber, say a min- 
ute or two. This also will help insure 
even developer action.” 

“What temperature should the water 
be?” Bugle asked. 

“You would think of that! And I should 
have mentioned it at the start. The tem- 
perature of all solutions should be the 
same, or within two or three degrees; and 
that temperature should be approxi- 
mately 65 to 68 degrees Fahrenheit. You 
can go to 75 degrees without much 
danger, reducing the developing time ac- 
cordingly; but most developers are coms 
pounded for use at 65 to 68 degrees, and 
developing times are usually based on 
that temperature range. 

“Now back to the film: Drain off the 
water, and transfer it to the developer, 
which we will assume is in a tray or deep 
dish. See-saw the strip back and forth 
through the developer, striving to wet all 
areas equally. Keep doing this for half 
three-quarters the total developing 
time. Now you can take a peek at the 
images. They may look too black to see 
any detail when you view the front of 
the film in the illumination from the safe- 
light. Look at the back surface. If the 
images are just barely visible, see-saw 
some more. When they show quite plain- 
ly through the back, transfer the film to 
the rinse water for a half-minute, and 
then see-saw it in the hypo bath. Don’t 
turn on the white light until the negative 
strip has been in the hypo for a couple of 
minutes. 

“In trying this development method, 
you may find the roll tricky to hold, and 
you may scratch the emulsion a little. 
But by developing in a tray and inspect- 
ing the image, you can learn more about 
the process than in any other way. Later, 
as you become more expert, switch to 
time-and-temperature development in a 
tank.” 

“What do you mean by ‘time and tem- 
perature’?” Eva demanded. 

Jim sighed. “Tank development of 
films is almost universally accepted as 
the best way to obtain consistently satis- 
factory results. A tank developer is 
usually slower-working than a tray de- 
veloper, and therefore produces better 
images. Its action is more uniform, pro- 
vided the film or the solution is agitated 
enough to insure this. Special hangers 
permit the film to be handled without 
damaging it. 

“Since developing time depends on 
temperature, and because film processed 
in a tank generally is not inspected to see 
how the image is coming along, the de- 
velopment is regulated simply by leaving 
the film in the tank a certain number of

“Any special remarks about cut or 
sheet film?”

The stalk generally has a sort of hat on 
That’senot where a lamp belongs in 

your picture. If you want it in there to 
motivate the lighting, all well and good. 
But then it should be moved to one side. 
Better still, take it out of the way al- 
together. 

The floor lamp is only one example of 
this annoying type of background trap. 
Other pieces of furniture are sometimes 
just as troublesome. So are lighting fix- 
tures on walls, framed pictures, and a 
host of other things. The same situation 
arises out of doors with trees, telegraph 
poles, and so forth. If you can’t shift the 
background object, remember that your 
portrait subject is alive. Tell him to 
move! 

This really takes only a minimum of 
thought. The same problem—and others 
as well—can be solved by moving the 
camera instead of part of the picture ma- 
terial. It may make a substantial differ- 
ence if you will take your apparatus 
around to the other side of the figure. 
If necessary, reverse the positions of cam- 
era and subject. Instead of shooting down 
the hill, shoot up the hill. If something 
distracting is complicating the  back- 
ground, get down low enough so that only 
the sky appears behind your subject. This 
is the kind of thought that makes the 
difference between “just a snapshot” and 
a prize-winning photograph. 

Study the backgrounds of some salon 
prints and you will get the idea quickly 
enough. Notice how many outdoor shots 
use just sky for a background. And see 
how an indoor portrait improves when 
the background is simplified. 

To be sure, these shots are often made 
with exhibition in mind. You may be 
interested principally in good record pho- 
tographs for your own private purposes. 
But there is no rule that says you 
shouldn’t take a little extra trouble if it 
is going to make your pictures more at- 
tractive. 

The less complicated the subject, the 
more it requires a simple, tasteful back- 
ground. A still life photograph of a sin- 
gle object, for example, always looks well 
against a perfectly plain, solid color. If 
that seems too drab, the tone of the back- 
ground can be varied by a gradation in 
the intensity of the light thrown upon it. 
Similar considerations apply to the prob- 
lem of a large portrait head. Always 
move the subject being photographed far 
enough from the background so that con- 
fusing shadows fall below the area in- 
cluded in the negative. 

Out of doors, the sky is always avail- 
able and always satisfactory. Clouds are 
often a help rather than a hindrance to 
the final effect. You may not be able to 
shoot at such an extreme angle that all 
background disappears except the sky, 
but move your camera closer to the 
ground and confusing details will dimin- 
ish or disappear altogether. 

Another method of background control 
is varying the depth of focus. If you sim- 
ply cannot avoid placing your subject be-

There is also a considerable amount of 
written and oral work of a more techni- 
cal nature, covering everything from the 
function of the chemicals in D-72 to “the 
relation of color sensitivity to speed and 
color rendition.” But this is in accord- 
ance with routine methods of teaching 
photography, and, as a result, less note- 
worthy for the purpose of this article 
than the thought-provoking assignments 
listed above. 

At Benjamin Franklin, the photo- 
graphic department is conducted on an 
Industrial Arts basis, with photography 
an elective subject, selected as a major. 
Cash stresses the fact that he is not try- 
ing to make professional cameramen out 
of his students, but rather to lead them 
to recognize photography as an important 
medium of self-expression, and as an 
adjunct “to nearly every industrial and 
professional pursuit.” If a student shows 
that he has a marked gift for, and a deep 
interest in, the subject, he is advised to 
transfer to a vocational school offering 
specialized training in photography or to 
plan to obtain special training at an ac- 
credited school of photography after com- 
pleting his high school education. 

In business, professional, and artistic 
circles, there is growing recognition of 
the principle that photography is an im- 
portant adjunct to most industrial and 
professional pursuits. That adults are 
coming to realize this may be taken for 
granted. But Cash sees evidence of 
youngsters making this same discovery, 
creating, as educators express it, 
ideal teaching situation.” 

There were, for example, two boys, not 
members of the class, who asked to be 
helped in making photomicrographic 
slides in connection with some experi- 
ments in their zodlogy course. Cash 
agreed to work with them on their proj- 
ect alter school hours. Under his di- 
tection, the boys made a setup with a 
4x5 view camera, a spotlight, and a micro- 
scope borrowed from the science depart- 
They next learned to focus. Then 
vere shown how to load a holder, 
ing with blank film.

and losing focus. Step by step, the boys 
were instructed, then directed to do the 
actual work. An excellent negative, and 
finally a print, resulted from their efforts. 
There was also a gratifying measure of 
praise from other members of their zodl- 
ogy class. 

One of the satisfying aspects of his 
work, according to Cash, is that his stu- 
dents are majoring in photography be- 
cause they really want to master it. 
There are even instances of students who 
cannot get the subject into their regular 
schedules, but who manage to learn 
something about it in their free time. For 
example, there was Reggie Wong, a 
Chinese boy who was already carrying 
the maximum of major subjects per- 
mitted, but for whom permission was ob- 
tained from the principal for the privi- 
lege of spending his free time in the 
camera “shop” (as the department is 
termed by students), where he works 
unofficially and at least “keeps his hands 
wet” in photochemicals. 

At Benjamin Franklin, students receive 
quite a bit of individual instruction, and 
in the camera department students are 
encouraged to develop in accordance with 
their tastes and abilities. For beginners, 
the textbook is Neblett’s Elementary Pho- 
tography. Those capable of quickly mas- 
tering the early steps in their courses are 
encouraged to do so. Sometimes a promis- 
ing beginner is teamed with a proficient 
advanced student, to the advantage of 
both. There is a certain amount of re- 
quired work, but there is also consider- 
able leeway in the types of jobs students 
may undertake. For example, some boys 
wanted to build their own cameras and 
other equipment, and they were per- 
mitted to do so, with good results. 

The photography department is actu- 
ally a “double unit,” as it occupies space 
equivalent to two classrooms. The studio- 
classroom is a large room, 22’x35’, 
equipped with closet and storage space, 
sink, work-tables, stools, convenience 
outlets, lighting equipment (including 
fluorescent lights), two copy cameras, 
three 4x5 Crown View cameras, two 4x5 
Graphic View cameras, a 4x5 Speed 
Graphic, a 4x5 Graflex, a 5x7 studio 
camera, and various types of camera 
stands. On the walls, there are many 
examples of students’ work and a few 
photographs not made by students. 

The laboratory consists of twelve dark- 
rooms, six on each side. One side of the 
unit is given over to contact printing, and 
the other to enlarging. The equipment 
includes five Albert 5x7 contact printers, 
two Eastman 8x10 printers, one Eastman 
Autofocus enlarger, one Simmons 
Omega 4x5, and one Simmons Omega 
214x314 enlarger, and one Eastman 214x 
314 Precision enlarger, with various sizes 
of negative carriers and lenses. 

Directly behind the main darkroom 
unit is the negative developing room, 
which is large enough to hold six stu- 
dents comfortably. Sheet film and roll 
film tanks are provided. Beginners use 
the tray method of development.

There are thirteen box cameras for the 
use of students, who borrow them ac- 
cording to a system rather like that of 
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lending libraries. A checking-out system 
is also used for lending film holders, 
which are identified by colors and num- 
bers, and for lending spotting colors, 
brushes, water color, and oil sets. 

Since the department’s budget is only 
$180 a year, materials are scarce enough 
to make a policy of economy mandatory. 
Perhaps this is a blessing in disguise, 
since it obliges the students to plan their 
work carefully, a wasted bulb or film be- 
ing considered something akin to dis- 
g-aceful. A suggestion on the part of a 
student calling for a wasteful expenditure 
of materials is frowned upon by Instruc- 
ter Cash, who calls such projects “orgies.” 

An example showing the careful plan- 
ning that goes into a typical assignment 
is furnished by this case history of a job 
riven a student shortly before the school

community worker, for the terrace shot. 
Getting mothers together for the kitchen 
shot offered so many obstacles that it was 
decided to use dietitians (who “looked 
like mothers”) as models instead. 

When the preliminaries (which took 
three double-periods of 45 minutes ex- 
tending over three days) were completed, 
Golden was allotted four flashbulbs and 
six pieces of film for the project. The two 
indoor shots were made with flash. The 
finished prints were delivered to the art 
department, pasted into the layout and 
sent to the printer exactly one week after 
Golden started on the job, which, of 
course, had to be handled along with his 
other school work. 

Another assignment, typical except that 
it was unusually enjoyable, consisted of 
telling the story-in-pictures of a play put 
on at Benjamin Franklin by a group of 
students from the Bay Ridge High School 
(an all-girl school) a year ago. When it 
became known that the girls would per- 
form at Franklin School, Emanuel Ale- 
many and Arthur Golden obtained per- 
mission to attend a preview at Bay Ridge, 
after which they requested that they be 
allowed to make a series of pictures 
covering the visit of the girls and their 
play. Upon questioning the boys, Cash 
learned that they were planning “one of 
those orgies involving the use of quite a 
few bulbs.” He then suggested that the 
boys supply the bulbs, using the school’s 
film and paper. Since the boys had a 
financial stake in the venture, they were 
given a free hand. The evidence of their 
success lies in a sequence now gracing 
the walls of the classroom, showing the 
arrival of the girls, their tour of the 
building, high-spots in the play, the pres- 
entation of flowers to the visiting princi- 
pal, the luncheon party, and the depar- 
ture of the visitors. 

The written assignment of the students 
reveal their serious attitude toward pho- 
tography, and a conception of the medi- 
um which belies their youth. Writing on 
Photography and Science, one student 
commented; “In biology, pathology, bac- 
teriology, metallurgy, astronomy, micros- 
copy, mineralogy or any other form of a 
science where a microscope, telescope, or 
where a means of recording things is 
necessary, a knowledge of photography is 
important. The only means of convincing 
others that what you have seen is true is 
by means of photographs . . . Photogra- 
phy is important to me because I want to 
obtain a professional knowledge of pho- 
tomicrography. Photography is indirectly 
helping to improve our living conditions.” 

Benjamin Franklin High School is lo- 
cated at 116th Street, a block away from 
the East River, and not far from Harlem, 
New York’s Negro section. About thirty 
per cent of the school’s students are 
Negroes, and this percentage holds true in 
the enrollment in the photographic depart- 
ment. Cash has found his Negro stu- 
dents to be earnest and hesd-wottina, | 
and some of them show signs of great 
promise as photographers. Among them 
are some of the boys whose work illus- 
trates this article.
